New Parochial Residence for St. 


Joseph'!. 


Mr. J. D. Johnston of this city has 


furnished plans and specifications for 
the new parochial residence for St. Jo- 
seph's parish, and they are now out for 
bids. The plans call for a handsome, 
ecclesiastical appearing structure 36$x 
Sill feet, 
two-and-a-half stories in 


height, with bay windows, piazzas, etc. 
Tho main entrance is on Touro street 
via a covered portico with handsome 
turned columns and carved capitals and 
open carved work above. Double out- 
side doors open into a tiled vestibule 6 
x7 feet, and thence, through double in- 
side doors.you pass in to the main.hall. 
To the right will be a parlor 13x15 feet 
ind to the left two large ollices, or re- 
ception rooms. The hall is here divi- 
led by a portierre beyond which.to the 
right, is a library 17x19 feet, with large 
jay window, open fireplace, and two 
tutrances from the hall, and, to the 
eft, a sitting room, 11x12 feet, and 
stairway leading to the second story, 
lore the main hall opens into another 
lall which runs at right angles with 
he former and which opens at tho cast 
on to a covered way leading to the 
church vestry and at. the west on to a 
piazza which extends from that junc- 
ure to and across the south end of the 
luildiug. 
From this hall opens the 


lining room (in the southwest corner 
if the building), 13x18 feet, and kitch- 
n (southeast corner),13x17 feet. These 
ooms are provided with all the mod- 
rn conveniences. 
The second floor has five large cham-

ay window aud there is a pleasant 
oggia over the main entrance on Touro 
treet. In the third story there will bo 
iree finished chambers and a trunk 
oom. In the basement will be apart- 
ents for laundry, fuel, vegetables, 
tc., and tho whole building will be 
eated by steam.

other words they could not insure a 
man's property for $10,000, make tho 
man pay a premium on that $10,000 for 
years and then if the building was de- 
stroyed pay him one-half of that sum 
on the charge that tho property was 
over insured, liccauso of this law near- 
ly all the companies out of tho state 
withdrew and homo companies were es- 
tablished to take their place. These 
aforesaid newspapers would now have 
us to believe that owing to this with- 
drawal that Now Hampshire is without 
any insurance, that the homo companies 
are nearly or quite bankrupt and fur- 
ther that in some way the lack of in- 
surance is the cause of Iho largo tires 
that have of late occurred in that State. 


Now this is the veriest nonsense as 


the facts will show. Captain Lyman 
.lackman of Concord, President of the 
New Hampshire Underwriters'Associa- 
tion, says that the losses by the f.eba- 
non fire have nearly all been adjusted 
ind a large number of them have al- 
ready been paid.
